The President’s Report. 

Beloved Fathers and Brethren: At the end of another year of labor in 
our Lord’s vineyard, we have come to meet in the Thirty-third Annual Ses- 
sion of our Synod. As workmen separated far apart upon the wall, these 
annual gatherings for prayer, counsel, and work are among the most precious 
events of our lives. 

The goodness of God to us the past year has been very marked, and mani- 
fold have been His blessings, temporal and spiritual. He has withheld 
neither sunshine nor rain, and the earth has yielded a plentiful harvest. Our 
people, contented and happy in the enjoyment of the means of grace, have 
contributed of their substance, as it becometh stewards and stewardesses, to 
the support of the Gospel. There have been peace and prosperity within 
our borders, for which we should be devoutly thankful. Because of the 
removal of the President, Rev. Dr. Haithcox, and by constitutional authority, 
it becomes my duty to submit this report of the official acts of the past year. 

IN MEMORIAM,

IMPROVEMENTS OF CHURCH PROPERTIES AND DEBTS PAID. 


The church in Sedalia, Mo., built an addition to its chapel for the primary 
department of their Sunday school at a cost of $325, all of which was paid 


before the formal opening, December 3d, 1899. The sermon on the occasion _ 


was preached by Rev. Dr. Yarger. 
The First Church of St. Joseph, Mo., Rev. Dr. M. F. Troxell, pastor, after 


considerable repairs, was reopened September 2d, 1900, Rev. S. B. Barnitz, 
D. D., assisting the pastor. Among the improvements were the painting of 
the church, frescoing and carpeting the Sunday school room, and adding an 
office for the pastor, all of which was paid for upon the completion of the 
work. 

In both churches of the New Cambria pastorate, Rev. J. A. Chambers, 
pastor, improvements have been made during the year. At St. Paul’s Church 
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the walls were repaired, the entire inside renovated, and new carpets put 
down. The New Cambria Church is to be repapered and otherwise beautified. 
Over $100 has already been raised for this purpose. 

The Waterville Church, Rev. I. B. Heisey, pastor, in which we are now 
assembled, has been made fresh and attractive. The improvements include 
papering, new carpets, lamps, varnishing the woodwork, etc. Rev. Heisey 
continues to give good proof of his ministry in this his first charge. | 

At Minneapolis, Kan., Rev. J. F. Scherer, pastor, a burdensome debt of 
$400 on the parsonage was paid during the year, and pastor and people are 


correspondingly happy. 


Rev. L. S. Keyser, D. D., and the church at Atchison, Kan., are rejoicing — 
over an additional $600 of their $1950 debt, which will be paid this month. 

By heroic and praiseworthy effort, the First Lutheran Church of Kansas 
City, Rev. Dr. Dysinger, pastor, has been enabled during the year to pay 
$2283 of their so-called floating debt, that for years has been a menace to the 
growth of that congregation. Hearty congratulations are in order to this con- 
gregation for their magnificent achievement. 

The good people of Lawrence Church, Rev. W. E. Brehm, pastor, have 
taken a decided step forward. A large addition to their church is now being 
built, at a cost of at least $2500. When the work is completed, this congre- 
gation will be splendidly equipped for more aggressive work. The Lord 
richly bless all engaged in the noble undertaking. | 

NEW CONGREGATIONS. | 

An organization known as Grace Lutheran Church of Kansas City, Mo., 
Rev. J. M. Cromer, pastor, was formed in January, with a charter list of some 
fifty members. This congregation seeks admittance to this Synod during this | 
convention. The application of the petitioners, together with a communica- 
tion from the Council of the First Lutheran Church, will be placed in the 
hands of the proper committee. | 


CONFERENCES. 
The Eastern and Southwestern Conferences both held enjoyable and in- — 
structive sessions during the year. Of these you will doubtless be made more 
fully acquainted through the stated committee. Suffice it to say that the 
former was very largely attended, while the Secretary and pastor /oci of the 
latter complain of the seeming lack of interest or indifference among the 
ministerial brethren of that district. 
MIDLAND COLLEGE AND WESTERN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 
Every member of Synod has been made glad at the prosperous condition of 
these two institutions of our Church. The College has over one hundred reg- 
ular students on the roll, a very large per cent. being new ones. The espe- 
cially encouraging feature is that so large a proportion of these have come 
from our churches on the territory. The extensive improvements now being 
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made to Osk Hall will afford needed accommodations and add to the appear- 
ance of the property. 

The excellent attendance at the Seminary is very cheering to all friends of 
our Western work. Already the Seminary has proven its helpfulness to our 
growing work. The present large enrollment makes it evident that a perma- 
nent location either at Atchison or elsewhere must soon be determined upon 


and a building erected wholly for seminary purposes. 


STATE OF RELIGION, 


I have carefully examined and tabulated the reports on the state of religion 
in the various pastorates. From the twenty-five of the thirty-two charges 
heard from I glean the following: Fourteen report a stationary, eleven a 
growing, but none a diminishing attendance at divine worship. In most con- 
gregations the communicants are reasonably faithful in the use of the public 
means of grace. The proportion of the children and youth at the regular 
church services varies greatly in the different congregations. Some pas- 
fors report a few, some five per cent., but many from seventy-five to 
one hundred per cent. Save in a few of the smaller churches in 
which the proportion is larger, our congregations average about twenty 
per cent. of non-professors. Few charges report any special religious 
awakenings, but in most congregations the Catechism is regularly taught, and 
hence the parochial tables show satisfactory results. The General Synod be- 
lieves in the prayer meeting. From one to three such meetings are regularly 
held in most of our churches. In most instances the proportion of members 
attending is small, but some pastors are happy in having present from sixty to 
eighty-five per cent. of the membership. In most instances our people are 
faithful ‘in presenting their children for baptism ; but family worship and re- 
ligious instruction in the homes of our people are not generally observed. 
This, however, is not due to lack of faithful urging of the duties by the 
pastors. Sunday schools are held, in most instances, throughout the year. 
Most of our children and youth are regular in attendance, and in some charges 
a large number of those of parents not professedly religious are enrolled. It is 
exhilarating to notice that all, except two, use the Augsburg Lesson Series, 
only one using other than Lutheran, viz.: Cook’s publications. If more of 
these schools were to co-operate in observing the different days of the Church 
for missionary purposes, there would be fewer deficits in the apportionment 
table. Most of the churches, by some established plan, contribute to the 
benevolent work of the Synod. The Treasurer's Report will show a hand- 
some increase over the offerings of last year. If more of our Church officials 
were more diligent in their official duties, there would be a larger number of 
our pastor’s salaries paid promptly, for there is a remarkable coincidence in 
the reports in this respect. Where the answers show the church officials dili- 
gent in their duties, the answer to the question, ‘Is the pastor’s salary paid 


promptly is almost invariably, 
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On the whole, brethren, Kansas Synod has every reason for encourage- 
ment at the present status of her work. And, now, as we meet here in off- 
cial relations, may we not hope that such movements may be inaugurated, and 
such action taken, that the coming year may be the very best of the many 
good years of Kansas Synod’s history? Be it remembered in all our councils 
and deliberations that we are brethren, and let us not forget constantly to in- 
voke the blessing and guidance of the Divine Spirit upon all our work.

It is encouraging to report that our Missions have passed beyond the exper- 
imental stage, and give evidence of such substantial progress as has not come 
to our attention in the history of this Synod. The repairs and additions made 
to the church buildings, the interest manifested in securing parsonages, the 
liquidation of debts, the prompter payment of salaries, and the increase in be- 
nevolent offerings, all cal! for devout gratitude to Almighty God for His favor 
and blessing upon the temporal affairs of the Church. And along with this 
advance in the external conditions there has also been exhibited a spiritual 
uplift, a fervor and enthusiasm for aggressive effort, that is most commendable 
and inspiring. 

One Mission, Chapman, is self-supporting. Two others have reduced the 
amount of appropriation : Atchison, $50; and Sedalia, $40. 

Leavenworth, for a number of years dropped by the Board, has during the 
present year received an 

and Volley Palle have hed no regular pastor fer about two and 
one half years, and meanwhile have not asked for aid. These points have 
been supplied in part by the Western Theological Seminary since the last meet- 
ing of Synod. 

Garnett is vacant and desires a pastor. The members of this charge are 
mostly farmers. They believe another station or two could be worked up to 
strengthen the pastorate if the right man could be secured. 

The churches St. James, of Perth, and St. John, of Wellington, Kan., 
having discussed the advisability of dividing the charge and securing a pastor 
for each church, have decided that it might be well to take steps looking 
toward such an action, and ask the Advisory Board of this Synod to recom- 
mend the granting to these churches the permission to divide, if at the close 
of the pastoral year such a step should still be considered advisable and agree- 
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able to both churches. After hearing a full and clear statement of the facts in 
the case, your committee would recommend to Synod the granting of the re- 


quest. 

It will be observed from the opening figures of this report that the Kansas

Report of Committee on Literary and Theological Institutions. 
As a Synod, we should have a just and increasing pride in the two institu- 
tions of learning located on our territory, namely: Midland College and the 
Western Theological Seminary, both at Atchison, Kan. It is gratifying to be 
able to make a very encouraging report concerning both these institutions. 


MIDLAND COLLEGE, 

The past year at the College has been successful in the work done, and the 
Catalogue shows an enrollment of 144 students in the various departments. A 
spectroscope and other appliances have been added to the astronomical ob- 
servatory and scientific branch of the College. 

A notable improvement is the addition now being completed to Oak Hall, 
for the benefit of the young ladies who attend the institution. This is much 
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needed and should be promptly finished, and as promptly paid for by our 
people on this territory, so that the present desirable condition of the property, 
that of freedom from all mortgage indebtedness, may be maintained. To this 
end the brethren of the Synod and our various churches should welcome and 
endorse the appeals of the Financial Secretary of the College, Rev. J. Nelson 
Lentz, in his efforts to secure the funds yet needed to square all the bills made 
necessary by this required addition to the ladies’ hall. 

The Financial Secretary has a great work to do in securing endowment, and 
can be most efficient also in gaining new students for the College in pursuing 
his other necessary work, Every room is now occupied in Atchison Hall, the 
main building, and it would seem that the time is close at hand when per- 
haps the Seminary students must look elsewhere for a location for their com- 
munity, or something must be done to secure added quarters for the young 
men. 

A larger number of new students have been enrolled this fall than for 
some years, and yet our own large territory is very feebly represented as to 
students from our own churches. May we not hope for a more direct and ap- 
preciative interest and attention, both on the part of our pastors and parents 
of our young people, to the necessity of standing loyally by our own College 
in the matter of the higher education of our young Lutherans? Now that 
the College corporation has given to the Synod direct voice and votes in the 
Board of Trustees and the Synod has accepted the same, let us, in return for 
this, make still more manifest than before our appreciation by stronger per- 
sonal efforts in behalf of the College, in both endowment and new student 
effort. 

It is gratifying to report that a change in the ownership of the Atchison 
Daily Champion makes it evident that we have now a strong friend and ad- 
vocate of Midland in the present publisher, who is one of the oldest and best 
newspaper men of the State of Kansas. The Cajlege is under grateful obli- 


_ gations to this gentleman, Mr. Ewing Herbert, also, for the patriotic donation 


to the institution of a half-dozen United States flags. 


WESTERN SEMINARY. 

The wisdom of opening the Western Seminary has become more apparent 
year by year. In its few years of history seventeen young men have been 
added through it to the ranks of the ministry of the Great Teacher. And 
there are now enrolled in the Seminary for this year more than the whole 
number of graduates, for the present number is twenty, in Midland’ s theologi- 
cal halls. This must seem an evidence of Divine favor upon this work and 
its management. And these are only the beginnings. What must the results 


be in the years as they onward roll of the century just dawning ? 


The Seminary, with its English and German departments in entirely har- 
monious and helpful relations, has a faculty of three regular instructors, and 
also three course lecturers for each year.

We must, however, concede the right of a portion of a congregation to with- 
draw and organize itself into a separate congregation, when it cannot remain 
therein with peace and spiritual profit ; yet it is our deliberate opinion that it 
is seldom wise for a portion of a congregation to withdraw on account of

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2. As to location of such churches. ~ 

The location of the new church should not be on the territory of the mother 
church, where of necessity it will be a continual menace to its welfare, a thorn 
in its flesh, a constant obstacle to its progress, and a division factor in the 
public sentiment of the community. 

The location of Grace Church, under any circumstances, in a building a 
trifle over two blocks distant from the First Church, was not only unwise, but 
positively wrong, and has operated against the welfare of a church in honor- 
able standing in this body, and which action we are compelled to condemn. 

3. Whereas, the said Grace Church has submitted a constitution and by-laws 
entirely in harmony with the Formula of Government and Discipline of the 
General Synod of the Evangelical Lutheran Church of the United States of 
America, and has brought an offering of thirty-five dollars to this Synod, ac- 
cording to Synodical requirement, we therefore recommend, after prayerful 
consideration, taking into account the ultimate welfare of the Synod and the 
two congregations concerned : (a) That the representatives of Grace Lutheran 


Church withdraw their petition for membership in this body until they remove _ 


from their present location to a location at least as far away from either the First 
or Children’s Memorial Church as the last-named churches are distant from each 
other. (4) That they (Grace Church) take immediate steps looking toward 
the securing of a new location in harmony with the foregoing limitation. 

4. As to the protest and charges of the First Church. 

We recommend that the representatives of the First Church here present, 
in consideration of members of Grace Church, for whom they have high re- 
gard, withdraw their protest and charges, upon the assurance, as is given us, 
that Grace Church will remove its location as above specified, so as not to in- 
terfere with the progress and spiritual peace of their congregation.

of an increase has been accomplished. From an average receipt of about 
$2430 for the years of 1897, 1898, and 1899, the same was increased to about 
$3200. 

And we would recommend that the Church Councils of the various congrega- 
tions and the laymen in general, in connection with their pastors, feel them- 
selves particularly responsible in the raising of the same, and by such united 
effort and persistence of the same, commencing with the opening of the Synod- 
ical year (not wait till same is nearly over), there will be little difficulty in 
reaching the desired effects.

President’s Annual Report. 
Dear Sisters and Friends of Kansas Synod: another year God’ 


has lovingly led us, and to-day we are permitted to meet in our Twentieth 
Annual Convention. Some of you were present when the Kansas Synodical 
Society was organized, and you have no doubt been watching carefully for 
any sign of prosperity and enlarged usefulness, and, though a comparative 
newcomer, I wish to say frankly that you need not be of the record 
you have made. 

Here in the West we labor under difficulties unknown in many other places. 
We must always wait for the inspiration that comes from meeting and planning 
together, from one annual convention to another, as the long distances that 
separate us make any meetings during the year impossible. But this does. 
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not prevent us from working faithfully in our local societies, and there is the 
place, after all, where we must look for growth, and thus for greater useful- 
ness as a Synodical organization. — 

Since we met a year ago some of our number have gone to other Synods, 
and we shall greatly miss them and their valuable counsels. But, as a com- 
pensation for our loss, we have also added to our Synod during the year some 
who, we feel sure, will prove an inspiration to us, and we wish to give them a 
most cordial welcome. 

‘During the past year a great sorrow has fallen upon our entire Church, and 
otr sympathies have been especially drawn to the foreign fields. In Africa, 
two of our faithful young women have been called upon to exchange the 
mantle of service for the robes of glory, where no dread fever can ever assail 
them. While their gain is great, our loss is most keenly felt. In India the 
famine cry has gone up from the multitudes of a starving nation, and the hearts 
of all Christians have been touched. The money poured into our Foreign 

Mission treasury, in response to the call for help, proves what our people can 
do when'their sympathies are aroused. In India, too, a noble young man has 
just laid down his implements of toil. Thus death has claimed his victims in 
the foreign fields, but the work of bearing God's light to the heathen world 
still goes on. Some of the workmen may fall by the way, but the workers 
who remain stil] continue the work with undaunted courage and vigor, and 
new laborers are continually being added to our ranks. And we believe that 
there will be no cessation and no retreat, till by and by “‘ every knee shall 


bow, and every tongue confess that Christ is Lord, to the glory of God the 


Father.’’ | 
THE YEAR'S WORK. 

As your President, I have tried to do my work as faithfully as I could, 
though none of us know better than I how $ften I have failed. I regret that 
so many other duties have prevented my giving as much time to this work as 
it deserves, The many kind letters received from members of the Society 
during the year were greatly appreciated. 

Last year, at the Convention, I was appointed to make a statement to the 
Synod, then in session, regarding a certain important measure. The Synod 
_ Courteously granted me a few minutes, and I spoke of the need of having 
more missionary literature in our Sunday schools, and asked that we might 
have the co-operation of the ministers in this part of the work, and, through 
them; of the superintendents, in having 7he Children’s Missionary taken in 
the Sunday schools. I also suggested that, in the primary department, on one 
Sunday of each month, the time, or at least part of the time, of the regular 
session, be given to the study of the lesson in that paper, and that the collec- 
tion for that one day of the month be given to the missions. That would 
make the department auxiliary to the Woman’s Synodical Society, and it 
would be enrolled as a Children’s Band. This plan would do away with an 
extra meeting for the children, which, in most cases, would be an advantage. 
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Where there is no regular primary department the werk would have to be 
done by classes. 

The following resolution was adopted by Synod : 

Resolved, That we have heard with interest the address of Mrs. Keyser, 
and that we recommend that our pastors use their influence to have 7he 
Children’s Missionary spoken of introduced in the pri departments of 
our Sunday school. 

Letters were sent by your President to all the Societies, and where there is 
no Society, to the pastor. Whether any work has been done along this line, 
and whether the plan is a feasible one, we hope to learn during this meeting. 

The first special object requiring our attention during the year just closed 
was the church building at Scranton, Pa. The portion for our Synodical 
— Cat this has been fully 


quite all paid. It is to be hoped that in the coming year we may raise not 
only the $50, but also the balance for this year. The good that is being 
accomplished by our India Hospital and Dispensary is $0 encouraging that we 
should be only too glad to do our full share in supporting them. Now that 
Dr. Kugler has returned to India, we feel sure that, with two well-equipped 
physicians, a trained nurse, and other helpers, the medical department of our 
ond we be amply repaid for 
all that we have done for its success. | 

The new work presented to us this fall is the church building at Riverside, 


* Cal. The congregation there asks for only two thousand dollars, and this 


amount should be paid them promptly as a reward for their modesty. The 
mission at Riverside was organized more than six years ago, and during all 
these years they have been oblige to shift along without a church in which 
to worship, and now they should not be obliged to wait long for this compara- 


- tively small amount. This will be the sixth church that our Woman's Socie- 


ties have helped to build in California, and all of them are doing excellent 
work. | 

The fund for sending missionaries to our foreign fields will have to be 
brought to the notice of our Societies again this year, as we failed last year in 
raising our portion. cblignticn, 
as it requires only ten cents per member. 

ducing the much-discusscd subject of how to interest our young people in the 
missionary activities and enterprises of the Church. Is it because too many 
of us are only half-hearted in the work that we can do so little in enlisting 
them, or is there an element in the Church that actually opposes the cause of 
missions, and so practically offsets our efforts? Whatever and wherever 
the fault, we should try to find a remedy. I do not believe that it would 
be practicable to have more meetings for our young people to attend, 
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especially where there is a Christian Endeavor Society, or Luther League, or 
other organization of the kind. We must make an effort to have missionary 
subjects studied in some of the meetings that the young people have pledged 
themselves to attend. In one church that we know of, where there is a 
Young Woman’s Missionary Society, and, also, a Christian Endeavor Society, 
the Christian Endeavor meeting is put in charge of the Young Woman’s Mission- 
ary Society one Sunday evening of each month, and the lesson in the Missionary 
Journal is used, and the whole hour is devoted to the study of a missionary 
subject. An offering is always taken, and the money used in supporting the 
young people’s regular home and foreign missionary objects. We believe 
that, by keeping the subject before our young people in this way, we shall 
infuse into them the spirit of missionary work, and make them allies of our 
women’s cause. 

Let us not forget that ours is a //ome and Forcign Missionary Society, and 
that we should not neglect the one for the other. Both are of paramount 
importance, and, therefore, those people are one-sided who exalt one part of 
the work above the other. Let not ‘‘ your love abroad be spite at home,’’ ar 
wice versa, Christ’s command to His disciples was: ** Ye shall be witnesses 
both in Jerusalem and in all Judea, and in Samaria, and in the uttermost part 
of the earth.’’ The same command is given to us to-day, only we are to begin 
in Kansas Synod, and go ‘hence to the uttermost part of the earth. 

I will not enumerate the churches and other objects that are receiving aid 
from our General Society, but would suggest that every Auxiliary Society read, 
at their November meeting, the report made by the Executive Committee at 
the Baltimore Convention, found on pages 24-36 in the Minutes of that 
meeting. 

The things I wish to recommend for our ial attention at this Convention 
are as follows : 

1. Our annual thank-offering. God has not withheld His blessings, but has 
given us a year of plenty. Let us at our November meeting give an expres- 
sion of our gratitude by a liberal thank-offering. 

2. That we give $50 for the support of 4 bed in the India Hospital, and, 
if possible, make good our deficit for this year. 

3. That we contribute as soon as possible our portion for the church build- 
ing at Riverside, Cal. 

4. That we discuss thoroughly the subjects of young people’s and children’s 
work at this Convention, and, if possible, decide upon some definite plan of

This service was opened with the liturgical service, conducted 
by Rev. C. E. Wirick, of Emporia. 
Appropriate music was rendered Pe the church choir. 
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Mrs. Ott addressed the Convention on ‘‘ Is the Believer Jus- 
tified in Doing Nothing for Christian Missions? ’’ 


Extracts from Mrs. Ott’s Paper. 


We are not to despise the glory of greatness, for greatness carries with it 
much responsibility. Our pre-eminence as a nation makes us debtors to the 
world. Our superior advantages are a disgrace, and will prove a curse, bitter 
and blighting, unless we employ them in the service of truth and righteous- 
ness. Much is required from those to whom much is given. The Church 
cannot in this generation throw off the responsibility placed on its shoulders. 

The wonderful enlightment of this age calls for an activity along mission 
lines that no other age has. To be silent and do nothing, and give nothing 
when the cry is so loud, is the next thingtocrimeitself. . . . . It is ap 
palling to think that sixty generations of the unevangelized world have per- 
ished in darkness since our Lord gave to the Church the imperial commission 
to go and teach and preach, and thus started in this aggressive work a diligent 
and earnest following of believers who have been in a great measure faithless 
to the sacred trust. . 

he tm the facility with which the pope- 
lations of the distant countries can be reached, or in the personal safety (except 
during the recent disturbances in China) under which Christ’s ambassadors 
may prosecute their work, or in the approachableness and the cordiality of the 
people,’ or in the materials at hand ready to convey the great message of sal 
vation to the unknown tongues of the earth, . . . . The century just 
closing has established principles, has furnished appliances, has perfected or- 
ganizations, and set on foot movements in all the churches which are now avail- 
able in bringing the world to Christ; and shall the Church refuse to press on 
and take advantage of these wonderful opportunities afforded? May I not call — 
on you as Christian believers to examine the blessed word and see how every 
portion of it, from Genesis to Revelation, is all ablaze with the spirit of mis- 
sions? It is a “field-book’’ of universal conquest. The atoning work of 
Christ was designed for the whole earth, and wherever the splendid bow of 
promise is seen, there the glorious Gospel of salvation should be taken, that at 
the name of Jesus every knee shallbow. ... . . 

We that are strong ought to bear the infirmities of the weak.’’ Shall not 
this principle move us to a more decided effort to do well the work which God 


has assigned us to do?

Box-work. 


Woman's religious activity has ever taken a practical turn, her hands, as well 
as her heart, being consecrated to the Master's service. 
The women of Bible times assisted in furnishing the temple, they were hos- 


pitable to traveling prophets and others, they provided garments for the needy, | 


they were regular attendants upon the temple services, and they enjoyed asso- 
ciation with their adored Teacher and Lord, just as necessity demanded or op- 
portunity permitted. The churchliness and devotion thus manifested has been 
continuously duplicated down to the present time, no accumulated treasures 
being too precious for the Marys to’lay at the Master’s feet, and no service too 
humble for the Marthas to render. And thus it is that, with the veed for 
woman’s help never greater than at the present, her ad/ity to help is as varied 
as are the appeals which come to her. 

Our work in missions, as outlined by our General Executive Committee, 
presents a variety of objects, each one of which calls forth a willing response 
from the ever-loyal members of the Auxiliaries composing our General Society, 
some preferring one certain object, and others another. No object, however, 
appeals more pathetically to the faithg:l mission worker than does the box- 
work. And why not? Does not the Master's commendation of those con- 
tributing to the wants of the needy give assurance of special sanction of such 
effort ? 

The blessings attending box-work are twofold, each party to the transaction 
being peculiarly blessed. The gratitude of the missionary and his family for 
the comfort and cheer thus aflorded is proof positive of the incalculable bene- 
fit of such assistance. And, although such testimony is scarcely needed to en- 
courage such effort on the part of our workers, yet the heartfelt thanks thus 
expressed touch the heart of the givers, and a bond of sympathy is estab- 
lished. 

The material gift represents the giver, consequently the recipient experiences 
a feeling of helpful companionship. This is most certainly true of the en- 
couragement afforded by the contents of the missionary box. Whatever feel- 
ings of rivalry or of desire for recognition may prompt to deeds of public char- 
ity, the contributions to the missionary box are not made from any such mo- 
tive. The needs of the wardrobe and the linen chest alike appeal to the 
earnest mission worker, because they are the needs of her representatives in 
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Gospel-spreading. To supply such needs then becomes not a dusiness-duty, 
but a Christian privilege, in the exercise of which she shares her comforts with 


the missionary and his family. Thus: . 


The Holy Supper is kept indeed "’ (says the poet), ing 
In whatso we share with another's need : 
Not what we give, but what we share, 
For the gift without the giver is bare ; 
o gives Aimsel/ with his alms feeds three— 
imsel/, his hungry aeighéer, and Me.” 


There is still another line of box-work recommended by our General Exec- 
utive Commi he preparation of boxes of clothing and other articles help- 
ful to our missionaries in their work. Clothing or the material for garments, 
also articles suitable for prizes in school work, are far more helpful to the mis- 
sionaries than the equivalent in money would be. 


From time to time, from India and from Africa, come acknowledgments of 


such supplies, testifying to the blessings thus bestowed by the at-home | ' 
workers, ‘When, either as a Synodical Society or as individual Auxiliaries, it | , 
seems expedient for us to take up the foreign box-work, we shall find our in- | 


terest in our far-away mission fields correspondingly increased. 
Thus only by the combined effort of heart and hand can the true missionary 
spirit be cultivated, until we not only pray from the heart, but plan with the 


mind, and work the hands for the accomplishment of still greater things 
in mission work. |

FIRST SESSION, | 

The Luther League of Kansas and Kansas Synod convened 
in Sixth Convention in the English Lutheran Church, Topeka, 
Kan,, Tuesday evening, October 16th, 1900, at 7.30 o’¢lock. 

In the absence of the President, Rev. E. P. Schueler, who 
lately removed to Quincy, Ill., Prof. E. F. W. Pihlblad, of 
Lindsborg, Kan., First Vice-President, presided. 

Rev. C, A, Engstrand, of Walsburg, Kan., read the Scripture 
lesson, after which Rev. I. B. Heisey, of Waterville, Kan., 
offered prayer.
